and one Chinese, who hid died of the same 
disease, was found dead ona buvy in the 
harbour. The small-pox cases numbered 
13, all of which wore fatal. Theso includ- 
od £ European from T.M.S. Occan, 11 Chi- 
nese and L Manila man, 

Presentation. — 

To-day, Mr Suber Potts, whe hag dur- 
ing thé past three years acted as reporter 
and sub-editor on the staff of the Daily 
Press, was mot by ‘his comrades in tho office, 
and made tho recipient of uw handsome 
silvor tea service. as a token of esteem, on 
the occasion of his leaving for Home. Mr 
PL W. Sergeant, editor, mado the presenta- 
tion, and, in doing so, referted to the happy 
relations which had existed betwoon Mr 
Potts and the members of ‘tho staff. Ho 
also alluded to Mr Potts’ capabilities as a 
journalist, and hoped that his experience 
in the Far East would prove of great sor, 
vica tu him in tha old country. Mr Potts, 
after a few appropriate remarks, aggopted 
the gift amid applause.

A fair idea of the difference in mothods 
between Shanghai and Hongkong is pro- 
vided in the manner in which tho Jubilee 
Memorial. schomes in the respcetive places 
have ‘progressed. -Hongkong, after: the 
usual amount of patriotic talk, decided to 
orect'a nursing homo and huspital for. wo- 
mer and children, and to construct a road 
round the island vic Kennedy Town and 
the plague cemeteries on either side of 
Mount Davis. ‘That was. in 1807, We 
heard tho other day that the contract for 
the first part of the road has been allocated, 
and tho hospital and nursing institute are 
atill spoken of in the future. That .is how 
public works are conducted in Hopgkeng. 
On the other band, we read in the W.-C, 
Daily News of the 28th March :—* A meot- 
ing was held at 5.30 p.m, yesterday st the 
new Victoria Nursing ‘Home in the Hun- 
nen Road when Mr Byron Brenan, C.M.G., 
the Chairman of the Diamund Jubileo 
Memorial Cot mittee, formally handed over 
possession of the ‘gilding to the Chairman 
of the Municipal _ uncil, MrE. A. Howett. 
Appropriate specehes were raado by Messrs 
Byron Brevan, W. V, Drummond, ond E. 
A. Hewett, after which Mr Byron 
Bronan declarcd the building, open and 
asked thoso present-—of whom there 
wero a fair number—to inspect - the 
promises.’ It’ must be remembered, 
of ‘course, that much of the delay: in 
Hongkong. has been duo to causes outside 
the control of the loeal Government and 
the Public Committee, but it is, nevertho- 
less, interesting to notice the contrast —pro- 
vided by.. Shanghai. Jt is a salve to the

Masampo. 

With regard to the forthcoming suction 
sale of land at’ Musampo, the Corean 
Government has engaged a civil engineer 
to wap out the said land, which is in the 
geucral foreign sottlement. Tho engineer 
is expected at Masampo in a few days’ 
timo, but two or three months must elapse 
before his work is completed.
